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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1 -1 6 in the reply received on 
12 January 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no 
undue burden to examine all pending claims. This is not found persuasive because the 
Examiner provided reasons establishing the undue burden of examining all of the 
claims, including different search requirements and different classification of inventions. 
The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1 7-34 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 12 January 2006. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

4. The following title is suggested: -ORGANIC ELECTROLUMINESCENT DEVICE 
WITH PIXEL REGIONS AND DUMMY PIXEL REGIONS AND METHOD OF 
FABRICATING THE SAME--. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 8 recites the 
limitation "the data line" in the second line of the claim. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an organic electroluminescent device comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claim, a display region including a plurality of pixel regions and a 
dummy pixel region, wherein second electrodes are provided on an organic 
electroluminescent layer so that a second electrode is present in each of the plurality of 
pixel regions and the dummy pixel region, respectively, and the second electrodes in 
each of the plurality of pixel regions are respectively connected to first connection 
electrodes. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-16 are also 
allowable. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Aoki (US 6,788,278) discloses an electro-optic device. Nakanishi 
(US 6,815,903) discloses a display device. 

9. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters cited earlier.
